single nail. It is, in the language of a

DUBLIN, May 24-—The burial today 
at Bal¥ntone, near Rathdrum, County 
Wicklow, of Mra, Emily Ricketts, sis- 
ter of Charles Stewart 3 adds 
another pathetic chapter trag- 
edles that have pursued the famous 
family. 

Mrs. Ricketts, who was in her eight- 
feth year, died in the South Dublin 
workhouse, a refuge tor the poor and 
infirm. It is now assumed she was 
suffering from mental aberration in 
her advanced age, as she was admit- 
ted to the poorhouse on representing 
herself to be destitute. It is known 
that she was comfortably provided for 
by her daughter in Wales and that 
there was no necessity for her seeking

2 4 Became Mentally Deranged. 

Tt is now supposed that the aged 
woman had left her daughters home 
in Wales intending to go to thé old 
homestead near the Vale of Avoca, for 
which she was known throughout her 
life to possess a strong affection. After 
reaching Dublin the assumption is that 
she became mentally deranged and, la- 
boring under thé hallucination that she 
was destitute, applied for admittance 
to the poorhouse. 

Mrs. Ricketts, whose first hostand 
was a Mr. Dickinson, gained a wide 
reputation as a writer in her earlier 
years, her best known book being “A 
Patriot’s Mistake.” In this she re- 
counted intimate details of the Parnell 
family history, and particularly events 
Im the life of her brother, the great 
Irish leader, theretofore not generally 
| known. In the preface to this work 

he wrote: 

“A well known: Irish journalist has

She had but one child, a boy 
named Henry who succumbed to ty- 
phold fever, The loss of the child so 
weighed upon,her that she faded away 
and died of a broken heart in 1881. 


Tragic Family Record. 

Fanny was the poetess of the family 
and giloried in the reputation she 
achieved as an Irish rebel. She found- 
ed the American branch of the Ladies’ 
Land league. Ardent revölutionist that 
she was, she fanned the old fires of 
anti-British sentiment everywhere she 
went. She was found dead in bed at 
Bordentown, J. 8S. A., in 1882, one

Perpetuate Foley’s Memory. 5 

Today— May 24— is the centenary of 
John Henry Foley, Ireland’s greatest 
sculptor and the creator of thé effigies 
of Hardinge, O'Connell, Grattan, 
Gough, Burke, Goldsmith, Lord Car- 
lisle, Sir Benjamin Guinness, and other 
enduring monuments to their fame and 
his genius. Foley was a Protestant 
and an Englishman, though born in 
Dublin 100 years ago today and pos- 
sessing a fine Irish name and, it should 
be recorded, venefated by Irish Catho- 
les of Ireland second to none of the 
imposing souls this head smashing 
land has produced. 

As with other notables who later in 
life diproved the idea that the human 
race is a joke, Foley was considered 
the dunce of the family as a boy. His 
father had notions of his own as to 
how children should be reared. He 
hadn’t much confidence in the public 
school system and established a school 
in his own house, where he himself 
was schoolmaster to his six children. 
John Henry's father despaired of the 
boy ever amounting to a hill of beans 
until at the age eof 13 he was packed 
off to an art school. Almost imermdi- 
ately the youth, finding his element, 
surprised everybody, his doubting fa- 
ther most, with the unfolding genius 
they had not suspected. With remark- 
able zeal the boy took on several 
Classes and soon finished at the head 
of four schools. 


His First Production. 

At the age of 16 young Foley struck 
out for wider fields and attracted the 
attention of art éircles in London with 
a model of the Death of Abel, which 
brought him a ten year scholarship in 
the Royal academy. Six years after 
reaching London, then only 22 years 
old, the youth was placed in the front 
rank of living sculptors with his clas- 
sic works, Ino and the Infant Bacchus. | 
He was an industrious 
many fine pieces had enriched the 
world of sculpture when at the age of 
29 he was commissioned by parliament 
to execute the statues sof Hampden 
and Selden for St. Stephen’s hall. Not 
only fame but fortune smiled gener- 
ously upon him now and shortly aft- 
erward he began the creation of what 
to this day remains the most perfect 
figure of @ horse and rider in the en- 
tire British empire—the equestrian 
statue of Viscount Hardinge at Cal- 
cutta: ‘So greatly was this admired 
by English masters that several ef- 
forts were made, but in vain, to have 
a replica set up in London. 

Foley finally was commissioned by 
the British government to execute the 
equestrian statue of Lord Gough 
which now stands in Dublin’s splendid 
Phenix park. Foley used the same 
model in which the Lord Hardinge 
charger had been cast, and Dublin now
